Replying to your question of 


whether or not I, as Tax Assessor 
of Hempstcad County, Ark., will 
cooperate with you in what you 
are trying to do relative to ap- 
praising property for taxation, 
wish to advise that, not finding 
any law whereby you have auth- 
ority to appraise property for tax- 
ing purposes and believing in the 
honesty and integrity of the tax- 
payers of Hempstead County and 
that they will make an honest and 
fair assessment of their property, 
I can' not, as Tax Assessor of 
Hempstead County, lend any en- 
dorsement to your policy. 


With respect to-assessing per- 


sonal property, the taxpayer is 
supposed to,, and in most instan- 
ces does, swear to the correctness 
of his or her tax assessment. I 
can not find it in the law, nor in 
my conscience, to presume that 
the taxpayer has committed per- 
jury, or to asume any legal or 
moral right to refuse to accept 
the assessment.

The tax assessing machinery 


of the County is set up by law 
and-makes it the duly of the Tax 
Assessor to assess taxes against 
the property of the taxpayers of 
the County and if such tax assess- 
ment should be wrong, with re- 
spect to valuation, then and in 
that event it is peculiarly within 
the, province • of the Equalization! 
Board to adjust such assessment,! 
in accordance with what, in their 
opinion, is fair and right. There- 
fore, I can not understand why 
any agency, regardless of how 
they may be interested in the 
welfare of the County, has any 
authority to ascribe to themselves 
the
